Two Portuguese members 
of the crew were placed under arrest, 
they being the only persons found on 
board the boat. The two men were ar­ 
rested on suspicion of being concerned 
In the smuggling of Chinese Into this 
country, while seventeen Chinese be­ 
lieved to have been passengers on the 
Frolic were also arrested. 
Despite the vigilance of the coast 
guard anu revenue cutters from East­ 
port, Me., to Cape Hatteras, the schoon­ 
er came up the harbor without at­ 
tracting any attention, those who saw 
her taking her for a fishing schooner. 
It was by accident that It wa* discov­ 
ered she was the Frolic. 
At an early 
hour Wednesday morning a man em­ 
ployed at the coal pocket* stumbled 
over two Chinese huddled In a heap 
on the wharf of the coal yard. 
The 
workman red ried tho occurrence and 
officers were dispatched to the scene. 
Within a short time eight Chinese had 
been captured. 
Meanwhile customs 
and 
immigra­ 
tion officials had been notified of the 
affair. 
Search for Chinese was prose 
outed, and before long nine more had 
been canght. 
A number of policemen 
and United States Deputy Marshal 
Stone boarded the schooner, confiscat­ 
ed the vessel and arrested the Portu­ 
guese. 
Close on the arrest of the Chinese 
and confiscation of the schooner came 
the arrest of two white men found in

F IR S T CARRIAGE IN MAINE. 


How rn M ln lK fr ('am e to B ay It u i 
W a y He Sold It. 
The Rev. Francis Winter was a na­ 
tive of Boston anil a graduate of Har­ 
vard college. He went to Bath early In 
17G7 and, after preaching on probation 
for the orthodox church, was invited 
to settle, which Invitation be accepted. 
He was ordained in the autumn of the 
same year. He went to Bath on horse­ 
back in company with Lemuel Stan- t 
dish. Mr. Winter came from Boston, 
where he had associated with such em­ 
inent men as Adams, Otis and Warren, 
himself becoming an ardent patriot, 
taking the lead in the Revolutionary 
measures adopted in Bath during that 
memorable period. 
Mr. Winter married Miss Abigail Al­ 
den in I TGS, and it is through her that 
the Winters of today trace their an­ 
cestry back to the ••Puritan Malden of 
Plymouth.” 
Three years after the marriage of the 
Rev. Francis Winter and Abigail Alden 
they started to visit a sister of Mrs. 
Winter living in Connecticut and in­ 
tended to ride all the wry on horse 
back, bot Mrs. Winter became so fa­ 
tigued that Mr. Winter sold one of the 
horses for a carriage and harness. It 
was the first carriage that ever came 
Into Maine and was called a chaise. 
Traveling was so difficult that two ne­ 
groes were employed to accompany 
them with shovels and axes to clear 
the road.

The habit of snuff taking has been 
confirmed among savage tribes 
for 
ages past. 
In South Africa It is used 
among Swazis, Basutos and Matabeles. 
Every Zulu today, even In towns, car­ 
ries a little square box suspended 
around his neck by a piece of string or 
gut, aud the snuff spoon (for they do 
not indulge In the homely “ pinch” ), 
carved out of sheep’s bone, often or­ 
namented with Intricate geometrical 
designs and for convenience carried 
hanging downward through a slit in 
the lobe of the ear. 
The Zulu regards 
the lobe of his ear as a useful recop- 
table for various small articles he 
meets with. The umfaan, or house boy, 
universally met with in Natal, has a 
penchant for safety pins, which have 
to be carefully hidden from his sharp 
eyes. 
Even then he Is usually to be 
seen, after going through the rooms, 
with a string of these pins suspended 
from each ear until they reach hit 
shoulders.
